It was morning, the dawn of a memorable day, as Feth- 
er Marquette saw for the first time this new land. No 
white man had touched this earth before him.

Day Poe doy, Father ilarquette worked faithfully 
among the Indiens, who saw in him a reverent persevering 
man, busy in his task of teaching them to live and worship 
righteously. When Marquette and his small party left this 
region to resume their journey south, they hod unknowingly 
planted the seed that later blossomed into a great Middle 
West. They had begun the westward expansion of 2 nation, 
so that it become, not thirteen small states, but forty- 
eight unitec sections of a powerful country, 

After Father Marquette, came the hunters anc trappers 
and later, the covered wagons. loach man was a pioneer, 
and eech homestecd,a thorn in the flesh of the wilderness, 
Many Indicns wer driven from their primitive dwellings 
anc forced to seck refuge by moving westward and away from 
the intruding white man. In their tracks they left their 
Imowlecze of corn growing, of fishing, end of hunting, 

Time morches on} 

In 1837, 164 years after Father Marquette landed on 
the shore of Lake Michigan, the famous Gibson Inn was ope@- 
ed where Froebel School is now locoted. It was run by Ers 
Gibson primerily for the purpose of providing a lodging 
for stoge coach travelers. There were only a few farms in 
this region, end Indians were still roaming the wilderness. 

From Pittsburgh, in 1858, come George Tolle, a German 
manufacturer of surgical inatrunente He invested a good 
deal in land in this region thet later was named Tollceston 
in his honor. By 1862, most of the Indians had left, ond 
in thot year the first public school opened, Here, ina 
portable building, Miss Hattie Thomas taught ten pioneer 
pupils. Tolleston made slow progress until 1905, when the 
U.S Steel Corporation began constructing the steel mills 
at the tip of Lake Michigen.

It was not long before Gary sprang up, providing homes 
for the mill workers. This community soon outgrew Tolles- 
ton, so in 1910, Tolleston was annexed to Gary. In that year 
the biggest property boom in history took place. Also, the 
Gary School System, founded by Mr. William A. Wirt, began to 
gain fame. 

Time marches on! 

Nineteen hundred and twenty-three marked the birth of 
Tolleston School. Mr. . S. Jones, director of social stud- 
ies, presided as principal during the first vear. His sac- 
cessor was Miss Lola EH. Pearcy. She led Tolleston through 
its development from a primary to a junior high school, and 
it wes Miss Pearcy's fondest desire that Tolleston would® =! 
some day graduate its first high school class. All her aims 
were directed toward this end, but she aid not live to see | 
her ambition fulfilled. In January, 1954, she quietly passed 
on, but the memory of her kindly spirit will forever remain 
dear to the hearts of all who knew her. 

Mr. James W. Standley became principal in 1934. His 
progressive ideas and plans began to take form when it was 
announced that Tolleston would at last have a senior high 
school. Therefore, each following year an additional grade... 
was added. 


Time marches on! 


The day is almost here when Tolleston will graduate its 
first senior class. On that day the dreams of Father Mar- 
quette, George Tolle,Miss Thomas, Miss Pearcy, Mr. Standley, 
and every loyal Tollestonian will be realized. But this is ¥ 
not the end, by any means, for time will march on, and with 
it will march the progress of Tolleston.
